But 
upon what ground, I know 
not, It is certain that in ſo 
doing, -or attempting to doy 
he is both a notable Traitor 
unto God, whole authority 
he doth ctaim and arrogate; 
and unto Princes, to whom 
he is to be ſubject : for the 
pulling down of Princes God 
hath reſerved to himſelf alone 
that power 3 for it is he that 
pulleth 
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putteth down the mighty 
from their ſeats, and exalteth 
them of low degree. By me, 
faith he, Kings reign, and 
Princes bear Dominion. He 


removeth Kings, and ſetteth 


up Kings; ſeeing therefore it 
is God, that hath this autho- 
rity proper to himſelf, which 
way can the Pope claim it, 
without injury to the power 
of God? they anſwer it 15 by 
reaſon of his Reys, but they 
muſt remember that the Keys

Therefore afterConſecration, 
Wine was ſtill Wine. And 
St. Paul Saith plainly and exe , ,,. _. 
preſly, that the Communicant 26, 29.28; 
doth eat Bread, ergo it remain» 
eth Bread after the words of 
Conſecration : For it 4t were 
Tranſubſtantiated into the 
Body of Chritt, then were 
there no Bread to eat, but the 
Body of Chriſt is the thing 
that ſhould be eaten, and fo 
it. ſhould not be called Bread, 
What L fay, may beſeen 
again by theſe words of Je- | 
ſus Chrift, when he ſaid that rybeſ. q, -Þ 
be was the Bread of Life, and. 17- | 
that all which would live, muſt 
eat him z his Diſciples mur- 
mured, until he expounded: 
his words, and how did he 
expound them ? thus, he that 
cometh wnta me bath eaten, o 
e 
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be that believeth in me hath 
drunk. Aﬀtcr, when he Inſti- 
tuted this Sacrament in like 
words, they murmured not, 
which they would as before; 
if he had not reſolved them 
before, that to cat his Body 
and to drink his Blood, was 
nothing but to come to him, 
and believe in him :- After he 
had ſaid ſo, they murmured. 
not, becauſe they did ſee ſome 
reaſon init, Andas it is plain- 
ly ſaid, this ir my Body, lo it 


4 63.15 plainly faid, theſe words-are 


Sprrit, that is, they mult be 
underſtood Spiritually, and 
not Litterally, ſo faith Arftin, 
believe and thou haſt eaten.

Baptiſm is called Regene- 
ration, and yet Baptiſm zs 2 
dipping our Bodies in water, and 
Regeneration is the renewing 
of the mind to the Image 
wherein it was Created, This 
is not- Baptiſm, and yet'as 
though Baptiſm were Rege- 
neration - it {cIf, it is called 
Regeneration, becauſe it fig- 
niheth Regeneration, ſo the 
Bread and Wins axe, called 
Chrifts

cauſe they fignihe them, 

And the Cup is called the 
New Teſtament, and yet the 
Cup is but a piece of metal, 
fhlled with Wine , and the 
New Teſtament* is, he which 
Believes in the Son of God fhall 
be ſaved. This is not a Cup, 
and yet as though the Cup 
were the New Teſtament it 
ſelf, it is called the New Te- 
ftament, fo the Bread and 
Wine are called Chriſts Body 
and Blood, becauſe they figni- 
fie Chriſts Body and Blood. 

And this Do&rine of ours 
may be Conhrmed, becauſe 
every Sacrament was called 
by the thing, which it ligni- 
ted, and yet never any Sa- 
crament was taken for the 
thing it (elf: what reaſon 
have they then to take this 
Sacrament- for the thing it 
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ſelf 3 more than all the reſt. ? 
Tr is the conſent of all Wri- 
ters . that a Sacrament is a 
Sign, therefore not the thing 
fignified, no more than the 
buſh at the Door, is the Wine 
in the Cellar, 

But what then, - will the 
Papiſts fay, is there nothing 
in the Sacrament but Bread 
and Wine? Nay, we ſay not 
that the Sacrament is nothing 
but a bare Sign, or that we 
receive no more than that you 
fee, for Chriſt faith that it is 
bis Body, and Paul ſaith, that 
it is the Communion of Chriſt's 
Body and Blood : Therefore 
there is more in Sacramental 
Bread than in common Bread, 
though the nature be not 
changed, yet the uſe is chan- 
ged 3 it doth not only ſerve 
the Body as it did before, but 
allo it bringeth a Bread with 
It 
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it which nouriſheth the Souly 
for as ſure} ws receive Bread, 
ſo ſuxe we? xeceive Chriſt, 
And you ray fee this by this 
Similitude 3 thou haſt an ob= 
keation in thy hand, and L 
ask thee-what haſt thou there? 
and thou ſayſt, I have herean 
hundred Ponds 3 why, fay I, 
there is nothing but Paper, 
Ink and Wax. Oh, but by 
this, ſayeſt thoi, I will reco- 
yet an hundred Pounds, and 
that is as good. . So this isas 
good, that under theſe Signs 
you receive the vertue of 
Chriſts Body and Blood by 
Faith, as if you did cat his

Tratſubſtantiation isalſo con- 
ttary to the Senſes, to reaſon, 
and to-the Holy Fathers, 
When the Church of Rome

true Body and Blood: of Jeſus

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Church of God 3 though, as 
it is manifcſt by the anſwer 
which God gave him , there 
were, bchides him, {even thou- 
ſand true worthippers of God 
yet remaining, which had not 
bowed their knee to Baal. The 
truc Church of God then may 
be, though ſhe is not viſible to 
the outward eye. So was the 
Primitive Church,in the time 
of the Heathen Empcrors 3 fo 
ſhe was in the dayes of Queen 
Mary here in England, ſo the 
was in the other times when 
ſhe was Perſccuted by the Ro- 
miſh Popes, and fo ſhe was 
betore the dayes of Calvin, 
Luther, and all the other Res» 
formators, ſhe had her ſecret 
meetings and Afemblics 
though unknown to her Pcr- 
ſecutors 3 there were in thoſe 
dayes many true worſhippers

I continued in that 
reſolution about eleven years, 
and. being ready 'to perform 
it, that which happencd to 
St, Paul, almoſt happened un- 
tome; for as he went unto 
the High-Prieſt and defired 
Letters from him to Damaſ- 
cus to the Synagogues that if 
he found any of this wayzwhe- 
ther they wcre men or wo- 
men, he tnight bring them 
bound unto Ferzſalem, and as 
he carne near Damaſcrs, ſud- 


denly ſhined round about 


him a light from Heaven, he 
fell to the Earth, and heard a 
voice ſaying unto him, Sar, 
Sant, why perſecnteſ} thou 
me, it is hard for thee to kick 


againſt the pricks, and he 


trembling ſaid , what wilt 
thou have me todo O Lord? 


the Loxd (aid unto him, arife 
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and, go into the City, and it 
thall. be told thee what thou 
mult do, the men which 'were 
in Journey with him,brought 
him into | Damaſcus , he - there 
received his fight by Ananzas, 
and: was filled with the Holy- 
Ghoſt, and having lived cer- 
tain daycs with the Diſciples 
which were at Damaſcus , 
he Preached Chriſt, whom he 
did perlecute, that he was the 
Sar of 'God;, And when I 
was ready tor ask and receive 
Letters to Trurkie or England, 
that I might bring unto the 
Roman- Church thoſe” that F 
could find ſeparated from her, 
whether they were - men or 
women, ' and: being ready to 
perform, my. reſolution ,!* I 
heard an inward voice ſaying 
unto me, Thy -zcal is not juſt, 
thoſe which thou wilt perſe- 
cute, are the true Children of 
God); alioniſhed by that voice 
which 
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which ſpoke to my heart, IT 
anſwered, Lord let mie know 
the truth, and attcr I had ſec- 
veral times inſtantly begged 
that favour from the Lord, 
his Divine Providence pre- 
{ented me two Books, The Per- 
petnity of Faith, written by 
one Claude Miniſter living at 
Paris; and Calvins luſtitutt- 
ons 3 and after I had cxami- 
ncd, and compared theſe two 
Books with the Holy Scrip- 
ture, and diſcours'd ſome few 
daycs with the faid Claude 
Miniſter, I found that this in- 
ward voice which fpoke to 
my Heart was true 3 there- 
forc leaving my firſt reſoJuti- 
on, I came into England, not 
that I might bring unto the 
Roman thoſe that 1 ſhould 
hnd fcparated from her, but 
that I might ſeparate them, 
that I ſhould tindofthat Com-
